CHILD WELFARE 
CONFERENCE IS 


Thursday, and Ten Certifi- 
cates Granted 


The greatest success that has attended 
apy venture of the department, is the 
verdict upon the Child Welfare conference, 
held at the Women's building in the cx 
hibition grounds, 

From the minister of health to doctors, 
nurses and officials, everyoue concerned ts 
| delighted at the way in whieh the clinic 
is carrying out {ts object. 

On Thursday afternoon @2 children were 
examined by the four doctors and ten 
certificates of perfect physical condition 
were given out of this number. The doc 
tors carrying out the work were Drs. 
Holmes, Brander, Adamson and Folinsbee. 

Friday is the last day of the clinic and 
the hours are from 2 to 5 p.m, 

The doctors in attendance will be Dre. 
Tureott, Adamson, Folinsbee and Holmes. 

“Malnutrition and its effects,” said Dr 
Holmes, in answer to an inquiry as to 
what was the commonent defect in the 
children examined. 

The doctor said that there was some 
satisfaction in the knowledge that these 
conditions conld be improved, it being a 
matter of edueating the parents and those 
responsible as to what they must do 
ed if it was thought that the parents 
would take heed of what they were told, 
and endeavor to have their children given 
the attention they required, the doctor sald 
that he was certain that they wonld 
Highty per cent. of the children examined 
had been brought in from the country. It 
was the first opportunity that the parents 
had of having the children looked after 
and they seized it. The masority of thein 
were extremely gratefol for the advice 
given and it was fairly certain that they 
wonld endeavor to carry It out. 

Practically all the children had English 
spesking parents. 

The doctor remarked that the conditions 
onder which the people were living had 
much to do with the defects in the chil- 
dren. For Inetanece. one woman eaid: “1 
bave eight children and have alwayva done 
the best for them that T could bot we lve 
forty miles from a doctor.”
